Red Forces Take 3 Ships, 
87 Engines and 2,000 Cars 


RONDON, Jan. 6.— Moscow wireless dispatches today claimed addi­ 
tional extensive victories for the red forces in Siberia. 
Soviet armies have occupied die town of Berezov, 400 miles north­ 
west of Tobolsk, taking three steamers laden with flour and other food 
supplies, one communique said. 
Another reported capture of the vil­ 
lage Yanversky with 125,000 tons of coal. 


Bolshevik forces also have occupied Taiga station on the Siberian 
railway, capturing 87 locomotives, 2,000 cars and a quantity of muni­ 
tions, it was claimed. 


Meantime a dispatch to the London I imes from its Warsaw corres­ 
pondent, said Polish forces had resumed the offensive against the reds 
along the Pskoff railway and had captured Dvinsk. 
In South Russia, Odessa dispatches said. General Schilling had 
ordered the city defended from the approaching soviet armies at all 
costs. 
A Helsingfors dispatch by way of Copenhagen reported a rumor 
that Grand Duke Michael Alexandrovitch had escaped from Perm and 
was in hiding.
